Madison will keep raceway,

The cities of Madison and 
Fairmont City have apparently 
settled a four-year-old dispute 
involving annexed property and 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
in sales tax-revenues.

Jerry Costello 
of Belleville and Kustra recipients of its 
Salute to Southwestern Illinois award. 

The honor recognized their roles in 
convincing the federal Defense Base 
Closure and Realignment Commission to 
spare the two bases. 

Kustra was chairman ‘of Gov. Jim 
Edgar's Operation Salute, a state campaign 
to keep open Illinois bases. Costello worked 
for more than two years behind the scenes 
to save Scott and Price before enlisting 
help from the Leadership Council to lead 
the effort. 

Costello did not attend the dinner but 
issued a statement saying he was honored. 


“Our efforts were the result of a 
coordinated, cohesive campaign to let the 
appropriate government officials know how 
important these bases are to our nation’s 
military forces,” Costello said in his 
statement. 

The federal commission voted June 23 to 
reject the Pentagon’s recommendation to 
close the Price Center and President 
Clinton signed the revised list last week. 

The Leadership Council had mounted a 
$700,000 campaign to save the center and 
its about 400 direct and indirect jobs. The 
commission also approved ar Air Force 

recommendation to move the 126th Air 
Guard Refueling Wing from O’Hare 
International Airport to Scott and to close 
the Aviation and Troop Command in St. 
Louis.

Know the _ facts 


Environmental issues are almost always emotionally 
charged and often lead to hard-fought battles. 

A proposal to build a wood-to-energy plant in Madison, 
near the Cloverleaf residential neighborhood, will no doubt 
be one such issue. 

Unfortunately, these emotionally-charged battles, which 
will undoubtedly affect the lives of individuals (either 
positively or negatively), almost invariably include vocal 
factions who have not taken the time to research the issues 
involved. All it takes is for one Chicken Little to proclaim 
that the sky is falling and dozens of Henny Penneys 
willingly fall in line, spreading misinformation and fear 
without bothering to look up. 

Details of this kind of proposal are often technical in 
nature. Efforts are sometimes made to hide facts from the 
public, but that is not the case in the proposal by STRIV 
LLC to build a $75 million plant to produce energy from 
waste wood and coal. 

Michael Vrtis, the developer of the proposed plant, has 
gone to great lengths to inform residents about the merits 
of his plan. He has walked door-to-door, passing out fliers 
and listening to concerns. He has deposited scores of books 
containing information about wood-burning plants in the 

Madison public library. He has offered to meet with 
opponents to discuss (and address) concerns. He has 
offered to take interested persons to similar existing 
facilities to see first-hand how they operate. And he has 
offered to finance badly-needed infrastructure in the area, 
if_asked. 

Vrtis asserts that the proposed facility will actually 
reduce negative environmental conditions created by a 
glut of waste wood and by abandoned coal mines. His 
application cites specific studies by reputable scientists 
and firms to back up the claim. 

That is not to pass judgment on his project — the relative 
merits of the proposal are yet to be discovered. Legitimate 
concerns about possible flooding and environmental 
impact must be addressed. That is why a public hearing on 
the siting for the project will be held next Tuesday, 
pepnning at 9 a.m. 

'e urge all interested parties to participate in the 
| hearing process and the Madison City Council, which must 
| pass judgment on the siting, to listen closely and with open 
minds. 

But we hope that those who attend and intend to comment 
on the project will research the issue thoroughly before 
presenting their case. We hope that, unlike Chicken Little, 
those who make claims about the project present hard 
facts backed up by scientific evidence — not wild asser- 
tions about deformed babies and the sky falling. 

Otherwise, little will be accomplished. 


Taking aim at Deadbeats 


(The following editorial is from the Alton Telegraph.) 

Courts will soon have a new and potentially very effective tool to 
use in enforcing child support orders. 

Beginning next July, parents found in contempt of court for 
falling more than 90 days behind in child support can lose their 
drivers licenses. 

Known as the Deadbeats Don’t Drive bill, the new law is mod- 
eled after similar laws that have been effective in other states. 

The threat of a similar law in California, for example, prompted 
delinquent parents to cough up $10 million in overdue support 
before a license was actually suspended. Maine collected more 
than $23 million from 12,500 people while suspending only 41 driv- 
ers or occupational licenses. 

In Madison County, where 70 percent of parents who pay child 
support are at least a month behind, Madison County State’s Attor- 
ney William Haine says the new enforcement tool ‘‘would be a 
tremendous help in the collection effort.” 

‘We know that some non-custodial parents feel child support 
orders are unfairly punitive, but denying children the financial 
support they need is no way to contest a decision of the court. 

The Tilinois law seems more than fair, giving motorists whose 
licenses might be suspended 60 days to either pay the overdue 
support or seek an administrative hearing to challenge the suspen- 
sion. 

Perhaps the year that will pass before the law becomes effective 
will give parents delinquent in child support plenty of time to 
reflect on their legal obligations. If not, it will give them plenty of 
reason to muse on society’s hardening position against financial 
neglect of family obligations. 
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Webber’s music best in decades 


Those who have enjoyed 
attending Broadway musical 
plays in past years probably are 
not returning to New York City 
as often these days. 

‘There are hardly any new 
shows. Tony Award panels have 
had to rely on revivals of 
decades-old shows to fill out the 
annual listings of award 
nominees. 

An exception to the shortage 
of new works is provided nearly 
every year by Andrew Lloyd 
Webber, currently represented 
on Broadway by musical, 
“Sunset Boulevard.”” He has 
authored a long string of hits, 
including ‘‘The Phantom 6f the 
Opera.” 

Tis precise stature in musical 
hisiury remains to be assessed 
by future generations, but he is 
obviously a major musical 
artist. 

On the St. Louis Municipal 
ope stage this summer, Paul 
Blake, Muny executive 
producer, compared Webber’s 
shows of the 1980s and 1990s to 
those of Rodgers and 
Hammerstein in the 1940s and 
1950s. 

Now 47, the English-born 
composer has written motion 
picture scores for ‘‘Gumshoe,”” 
“The Odessa File” and 
“Jeeves.” 





His plays include ‘‘Joseph and 
the Amazing Technicolor 
Dreamcoat,” ‘‘Jesus Christ 
Superstar,” “‘Evita,’’ “Song and

Dance,” ‘‘Cats,” ‘‘Starlight 
Express,” “Requiem” and 
“Aspects of Love” as well as 
“Phantom” and ‘‘Sunset.”” 

Webber is the first person to 
have three musicals running in 
New York and three in London, 
a record he achieved in 1982, in 
1988 and again in 1994 

Winner of a dozen and a half 
Tony, Grammy, Drama Desk 
and Laurence Olivier awards, 
Webber was the first recipient 
of the American Society of 
Composers, Authors and 
Publishers’ Triple Play Award. 

Through the Really Useful 
Company, he produces not only 
his own but also other writers’ 
works, including ‘‘Shirley 
Valentine” and ‘‘Lend Me a 
Tenor.”” 

In 1988, he was awarded the 
Fellowship of the Royal College 
of Music. In 1982, he was

“Surrender.”’ Although he did 


not come to the Opera, the 
presentation was personally 
supervised by the composer. 

An instrumental and dance 
highlight was Webber’s 
“Variations for Cello and Rock 
Band”’ on Paganini’s “24th 
Caprice.” 


Webber's music, the initial 
production of the Muny’s 77th 
summer season, also featured a 
former close relative of Webber. 

His ex-wife, Sarah Brightman, 
33, was the vocal star, 
demonstrating not only six 
beautiful dresses but also the 
voice of an angel. (The couple 
was married from 1982 to 1990.) 

There were other fine singers 
and dancers and a big 
orchestra, but Miss Brightman 
earned ovations for such songs 
as ‘‘Think of Me,"’ ‘‘Phantom of 
the Opera,” ‘‘All I Ask of You”’ 
and ‘“The Music of the Night,”’ 
all from “Phantom” 
“‘Surrender’’ from ‘Sunset 
Boulevard”; “‘Chanson 
D’Enfance”" from ‘“‘Aspects of 
Love’’; “Pie Jesu” from. 
“Requiem”; and, from ‘‘Cats,’” 
“Macavity” and the wonderful 
“‘Memory,” the lattersung in 
Italian. 

Instead of ‘‘Tell Me On a 
Sunday”’ from “‘Song and 
Dance,’’ Miss Brightman 
substituted a little-known 
Webber song, ‘‘Female of the 
Species.”

A member of the original cast 
of “Cats,” she premiered ‘‘The 
Nightingale,” an opera for 
children, and in 1985 received a 
Grammy Award nomination as 
best new classical artist for 
premiering “Requiem” (Latin

off the sound, something he 
says is very important too. 

Knapp said there are about 20 
different companies making 
software and hardware that 
enables the visually impaired to 
use “a computer. 

“The first thing I do is sit 
down and talk to the individual 
about their needs,’’ he said. 
“First you have to determine 
whether or not they have good 
keyboard skills. Accessing a 
computer is difficult for-any- 
body who is a one-finger typist, 
although it’s done. 

“What I do next is try to find 
out what kind of job the person 
is doing, the application that 
person is going to be using in 
that job, and then sit down and 
take a look at the different 
speech adaptations that are on 
the market,” he said. 

The idea is to find good jobs 
that pay good wages. 

Knapp, 42, became interested 
in computers in the early "80s. 

“Back in 1982 I had just fin- 
ished some courses at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia,"” he said. “I 
was

Knapp said there are some 
limits on what a_ visually 
impaired person can do on a 
computer. 

“] don't think you’d see a 
totally blind person use Corel 
Draw (a popular graphics pro- 
gram),”’ he said. 

“We can access Windows, but 
it’s because we can tag icons 
with words or numbers,’’ he 
said, ‘‘While Windows is a very 
visual medium, we can still do 
a lot of things that are informa- 
tion based.’" 

He said the problem is that 
many computer applications are 
not meant to be operated like 
that. To allow a ‘visually-im- 
paired person to use the pro- 
grams, there has to be some 
kind of ‘“‘hook” they can use. 
However, things are improv- 


to run your mouth,”’ Knapp 
said. 


“There was some truth in that 
and I couldn't deny it,”” he add- 


ed. 

‘They worked together for sev- 
en years. During that time 
demand for their services 
increased dramatically. 

“‘As.that.happened, demand 
for computer access started to 
happen because community col- 
leges began to see they had a 
market for their blind stu- 
dents,”” Knapp said. ‘‘Fortunate- 
ly for me I was at the right 
place at the right time, and 
development was slow enough I 
could keep up.”
